IRules. 


THIS  Hospital  is  established  for  the  benefit  of  poor  Children 
requiring  skilled  nursing  combined  with  country  air. 
Though  specially  intended  and  adapted  for  the  treatment 
of  children  suffering  from  tubercular  affections  of  the  bones  and 
joints,  its  benefits  are  not  exclusively  confined  to  such  cases. 
Suitable  cases,  either  from  a  distance  or  from  the  immediate 
neighbourhood,  are  eligible  for  admission.  Children  suffering 
from  fits,  or  infectious,  contagious,  or  incurable  diseases,  are  not 
eligible.  Children  who  have  not  been,  and  wrhose  parents  or 
guardians  are  unwilling  that  they  should  be  vaccinated  cannot 
be  admitted. 

Rule  1. — Management. 

1. — The  management  of  the  Hospital  and  the  administration 
of  its  property  shall  be  carried  out  by  a  Committee  consisting  of 
not  less  than  nine  members  (who  shall  be  subscribers  of  at  least 
half-a-guinea  each),  elected  by  the  subscribers  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting.  One  third  of  the  Committee  shall  retire 
annually  ;  those  to  retire,  unless  otherwise  agreed,  being  deter¬ 
mined  by  lot.  Retiring  members  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 
The  Trustees,  Treasurer  and  Medical  Officers  shall,  in  addition, 
be  ex-ojjicio  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  form 
a  quorum,  and  any  casual  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  the  Committee 
or  the  Officers  may  be  filled  up  by  the  Committee. 

2. — The  Committee  shall  appoint  the  Matron  and  Medical 
Staff.  The  appointment  of  Nurses  and  domestic  staff,  and  the 
general  control  of  the  work  in  the  Hospital,  shall  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Matron,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Committee. 
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3. — The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly,  and  shall 
have  power  to  make  bye-laws  regulating  their  meetings  and 
procedure,  and  to  delegate  any  part  of  their  duties  to  a  sub¬ 
committee  or  sub-committees.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  sub-committees.  At  the  quarterly 
meetings  a  list  of  all  cases  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Committee. 


Rule  II. — Meetings. 

An  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held 
at  such  a  place  and  time  as  the  Committee  may  direct.  At  this 
Meeting,  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  with  the  account  of 
Receipts  and  Expenditure  for  the  past  year,  shall  be  presented  ; 
the  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Committee  and  Auditor  or  Auditors  shall 
be  appointed,  and  general  business  concerning  the  Hospital  trans¬ 
acted.  A  Special  General  Meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  by 
the  Committee  or  by  the  Secretary,  at  the  request  in  writing,  of 
seven  or  more  subscribers.  Public  Notice  of  all  General  Meetings 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  at  least  seven  days  before  the  day 
appointed  for  the  Meeting. 


Rule  III. — Alteration  of  Rules. 

No  Rule  shall  be  altered,  or  fresh  Rule  made,  except  at  the 

Annual  or  a  Special  General  Meeting.  Notice  of  any  proposed 

alteration  of  or  addition  to  the  Rules  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary 
at  least  fourteen  days  before  such  Meeting. 

Rule  IV. — Trustees. 

The  land  upon  which  the  Hospital  is  erected,  and  the  Buildings 
for  the  time  being  thereon,  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees  and  held  by 
them  in  accordance  with  the  Declaration  of  Trust  affecting  the 

same,  dated  the  7th  day  of  February,  1891.  Such  other  property 
of  the  Hospital  as  a  General  Meeting  shall  decide  ought  to  be 

vested  in  Trustees,  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees  upon  trust  for  the 
sole  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  be  held  by  them  in  accordance 
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with  the  directions  of  the  Committee.  Whenever  the  number  of 
such  last -mentioned  Trustees  shall  be  reduced  below  three,  a  new 
Trustee  ir  new  Trustees  to  restore  that  number  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  next  ensuing’  Annual  General  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose. 

Rule  V. — Admission  of  Patients. 

1  •  Patients  can  only  be  admitted  by  the  Matron,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Medical  staff. 

2.- -Children  up  to  the  age  of  twelve  are  admitted  on  payment 
of  10/6  a  week,  or  such  other  sum  as  the  Committee  may  from 
time  to  time  decide,  or  at  a  reduced  charge  by  Subscriber’s  letter. 
They  cannot  remain  in  the  Hospital  after  they  attain  fourteen 
years  of  age,  without  special  permission  from  the  Committee. 

Rule  VI. — Privileges  of  Subscribers  and  Donors. 

Annual  Subscribers  of  two  guineas  and  upwards  are  entitled 
for  every  two  guineas  subscribed  to  a  letter  recommending  for 
admission  a  case  on  payment  of  7/-  per  week  for  the  first  six  weeks. 
Annual  Subscribers  of  <£5  and  upwards  are  entitled  for  every  £5 
subscribed  to  a  letter  recommending  for  admission  a  case  free  of 
charge  for  the  first  five  weeks.  All  subscriptions  shall  be  considered 
due  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year,  and  any  privileges 
derivable  from  the  same  shall  terminate  on  the  31st  December  next 
after  the  payment.  Donors  of  £5  and  upwards  are  entitled,  for 
the  current  year,  to  the  same  privileges  as  annual  subscribers  of  like 
amount.  Donors  of  20  guineas  in  one  sum  shall  for  their  lives 
have  the  same  privileges  as  annual  subscribers  of  two  guineas. 
Donors  of  £50  in  one  sum  shall  for  their  lives  have  the  same 
privileges  as  annual  subscribers  of  £5.  The  Committee  are 
empowered  to  grant  special  privileges  to  Clergymen  and  others 
giving  offertories  or  making  collections  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  to  allow  more 
than  one  letter  to  be  used  for  the  same  case  in  any  current  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1927. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  continued  to  receive  the  benefits 
of  recognition  under  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  number  of  beds  specially  set  aside  for  lull-fee  patients 
having  been  somewhat  reduced,  the  receipts  from  that  source  were, 
as  anticipated,  lower  than  in  192(3.  There  were,  however,  more 
admissions  of  comparatively  short-cure  cases  (including  Id  local,  as 
against  12  in  1926). 

The  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  £2,565  lls.  6d. 
(£23  18s.  lid.  more  than  in  1926),  and  the  ordinary  expenditure 
was  £2,219  19s.  3d.  (£47  9s.  2d.  less)  leaving  a  credit  balance 
of  £345  12s.  3d. 

The  Medical  Treatment  Grant  counterbalanced  the  falling  off 
in  patients’  payments,  whilst  there  were  also  economies  effected 
under  Provisions  A/c.  There  was  an  increase  in  respect  of 
domestic  renewals  (bedding,  &c.),  whilst  other  items  of  working- 
expenses  do  not  call  for  special  comment. 

The  Annual  Subscription  List  brought  in  about  the  same  as 
last  year — and  the  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  new  subscribers 
will  come  forward  to  assist  in  raising  the  normal  level  of  this 
source  of  regular  income. 

In  regard  to  repairs  and  structural  alterations,  the  committee 
confined  expenditure  to  immediate  necessities  only.  This  course 
was  adopted  in  view  of  three  important  matters  to  be  considered 
in  the  near  future  : — 

1 —  Installation  of  Electric  Light  and  Ultra-Violet  Rav 
Equipment. 

2 —  Provision  of  an  adequate  Convalescent  Room,  which 
would  be  a  relief  to  the  existing  ward  space,  as  well  as 
a  means  of  facilitating  the  working  of  the  Sdiool  Classes. 

3 —  Provision  of  a  modernised  Nurses’  Home,  together  with 
a  new  Kitchen  Department — both  of  which  are  becoming 
inadequate — the  latter,  in  addition,  being  situated 
inconveniently  far  away  from  the  wards. 

These  three  questions  are  so  closely  associated  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  feel  they  might  perhaps  best  be  treated  as  a  whole.  So  far, 
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only  a  tentative  scheme  has  been  prepared,  aiming  at  the  incor¬ 
poration  of  a  new  Home,  Kitchen  and  Convalescent  Room  with  the 
existing  main  Hospital  block,  so  as  to  form  a  compact  and  complete 
establishment,  electrically  lighted  throughout. 

In  consequence  of  impaired  health,  Miss  Laura  Gilbert,  who 
had  been  Secretary  and  School  Correspondent  for  nine  years, 
resigned  her  position  in  December.  The  Committee  take  this 
opportunity  to  record  their  deep  appreciation  of  her  devoted  services 
throughout  this  long  period.  Miss  Lilali  M’Kinstry  has  been 
appointed  to  the  position. 

The  Annual  Jumble  Sale  was  held  in  April,  and  realised 
£23  9s.  Id. 

On  August  6th  a  Garden  Fete  was  organised  by  the  Matron 
and  staff,  assisted  by  many  willing  helpers,  and  proved  a  great 
attraction.  It  was  kindly  opened  by  Mrs.  Malcolm  Aird,  who  gave 
a  charming  address  to  the  happy  company  assembled  on  the  lawn. 
The  Cold  Ash  Band  generously  gave  their  services  during  this 
delightful  entertainment.  The  receipts  on  the  ground  were 
£52  14s.  4d.,  and  Mr.  Malcolm  Aird.  the  same  evening,  increased 
this  by  a  splendid  gift  of  £10,  making  a  total  of  £62  14s.  4d. 

During  the  year  also  several  Dances  at  the  Acland  Memorial 
Hall  were  organised  by  the  Hospital  Staff  in  conjunction  with 
Piper’s  Band,  and  were  always  popular. 

Resulting  from  these  various  entertainments,  the  Matron  was 
able  to  provide  numerous  items  of  domestic  utility,  including  a 
piano  for  the  Nurses’  sitting  room. 

Pound  Day  was  on  20th  October,  and  again  brought  very 
good  results — amounting  to  £28  in  cash  and  1433^-lb.  groceries, 
as  well  as  a  quantity  of  fruit,  vegetables,  poultry,  Ac. 

During  the  year  a  “Hospital  Egg  Collection”  was  started, 
and,  thanks  to  many  kind  contributors,  a  total  of  1,500  eggs  was 
reached. 

The  customary  Christmas  Festivities  took  place  on  28th  Dec. 
In  spite  of  unfavourable  weather,  quite  a  good  number  of  visitors 
inspected  the  decorated  wards,  passing  on  to  the  Acland  Hall  for 
Tea,  returning  again  to  the  Robin  Ward  for  a  clever  conjuring  and 
ventriloquial  entertainment,  which  gave  special  delight  to  the  little 
ones  in  their  eagerness  to  fathom  the  mvstical  items  of  the  talented 
performer.  The  Christmas  Appeal  Fund  this  year  was  a  record 
(£42  4s.  3d.),  a  quantity  of  toys,  sweets,  Ac.,  being  given  in 
addition. 

The  Committee  are  very  grateful  for  several  other  benefits 
during  1927.  They  desire  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to 
Mr.  A  Mis.  Hoskyns-Abrahall,  and  their  troupe  of  amateur  artistes, 
for  their  splendid  reproduction  of  “  The  Lilies  of  the  Field  ”  ;  and, 
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also,  to  Mr.  James  Tufnail,  who  generously  placed  his  theatre  at 
their  disposal  for  all  four  performances.  Also  to  the  A.O.F.B. 
(through  Sir  Arthur  Fripp)  for  a  special  donation.  To  Downe 
House  School,  for  their  ever  ready  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Hospital,  and  their  kindness  in  generously  contributing  towards 
the  upkeep  of  a  special  cot.  To  Lady  Holder,  who  kindly  presented 
a  fine  Gramophone  for  use  in  the  Hospital  wards.  To  Miss  Oldham, 
for  the  splendid  Revolving  Shelter,  now  installed  in  the  garden,  in 
which  one  of  our  little  patients  enjoys  the  open-air  treatment.  To 
Miss  Bulkeley,  for  her  extreme  kindness  in  coming  regularly  once  a 
week  with  her  motor  car  to  take  children  for  drives  in  the  country 
round  about.  Also  to  various  Women’s  Institutes,  and  specially  to 
Wool  ton  Hill,  Chieveley,  Curridge,  Bucklebury  and  Marlston,  Shaw- 
cum-Donnington,  and  to  Cold  Ash  W.I. ,  who  entertained  the 
children  to  Tea  in  the  Summer. 

The  Committee  also  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr. 
Girdlestone  for  his  visits  every  month  to  the  Hospital,  and  to  the 
Sisters  of  the  Wingfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  who  have  so  often 
given  most  generous  assistance.  Finally,  to  the  Medical  Staff,  the 
Matron,  Sister,  Nurses  and  Domestic  Staff,  for  their  devoted 
services  on  behalf  of  the  Children  and  the  Hospital  as  a  whole. 

Sanitorium  School.  Last  October  the  Hospital  School  was 
inspected  by  Dr.  Langdon,  and  he  expressed  his  satisfaction  with  the 
organisation  of  the  work  and  the  progress  of  the  children.  Later,  a 
very  encouraging  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Education. 
Our  numbers  have  increased  this  vear,  and  over  120  children  have 
been  admitted  on  the  registers. 

In  the  Summer  we  are  hoping  to  hold  a  small  Exhibition  and 
sale  of  the  handwork,  and  we  trust  all  who  are  interested  in  this 
branch  of  the  Hospital  work  will  come  and  see  our  display. 

Needlework  Guild.  The  Hon.  Secretarv  of  the  Needlework 
Guild  is  sorry  to  report  that  subscriptions  have  not  been  so  good 
this  year,  donations  and  subscriptions  amouning  only  to  £11  Os.  6d. 
As  materials  are  still  expensive,  this  means  that  very  little  work 
has  been  available  to  send  out  to  working  members.  We  are  again 
more  than  ever  indebted  to  the  Woolton  Hill  Women’s  Institute, 
who  have  made  up  55  garments  for  us  at  their  working  parties, 
and  have  besides  given  us  (wool  and  all)  14  knitted  jerseys  and  18 
bed  jackets.  We  are  most  grateful  to  them.  The  Hon.  Secretary 
also  wishes  to  again  thank  Mrs.  Helsham  Jones  for  collecting  £1. 
More  subscriptions  and  members  would  be  very  welcome,  as  there 
are  so  manv  children  to  clothe.
